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foreword 


Critical  decisions  about  the  future  of 
Maryland's  public  schools  are  going  to  be 
made  in  the  next  twelve  months.  How 
State  funds  will  be  allocated  to  local 
school  systems  (the  allocation  formula) 
is  possibly  the  most  important,  but 
equally  important  could  be  new  decisions 
on  the  level  of  that  support,  and  the 
effects  such  support  might  or  might  not 
have  on  healthy  local  control  of  our 
educational  destinies. 

At  the  same  time  we  will  be  embarking 
on  a  new  program  of  educational  account- 
ability, the  result  of  legislation  enacted 
by  the  1972  General  Assembly.  Simul- 
taneously the  State  Board  of  Education 
and  all  local  school  systems  will  be  press- 
ing for  improvement  and  expansion  of 
programs  in  human  relations,  reading, 
early  childhood  education,  career  educa- 
tion, environmental  education,  and  other 
aspects  of  the  educational  enterprise  that 
have  been  identified  as  priority  concerns. 

Simple  prudence  will  suggest  that  any 
new  undertaking  proceed  from  an  under- 
standing of  where  we  are  —  from  the 
facts.  This  publication  should  help  estab- 
lish our  position  as  of  today.
